Flagship of Admiral Boyle

PORTSMOUTH, England, Jan. 12 
—H.M.S. Nelson, “wonder ship” of 
the navy, was still hard and fast 


this afternoon, hours after she went 
aground at the entrance to the har- 
bor. 

Numerous efforts were made to 
float the 33,500-ton flagship of Ad- 
miral Sir William Boyle, com- 
mander-in-chiéf of the home flect, 
but they were fruitless. 

The crew of 1,000 was mustered 
on the afterdeck at different times 
during the morning and in an 
effort to create buoyancy jumped 
up and down in unison, taking or- 
ders from a leader who waved his 
arms like a bandmaster. 

Half a dozen destroyers dashed 
out from the dcokyard.and one 
by one swept past the Nelson at 
high speed in an effort to create 
a wash.

RE-FINANCE OR DEFAULT 

The city council of Calgary urges the Pro- 
vincial Government to call a conference of all 
the urban municipalities in Alberta, to discuss 
the possibility of securing a reduction in inter- 
est vates on outstanding municipal debentures, 

If the conference is called there are likely 
to be few empty seats, and discussions very 
much to the point. With their own wages 
slashed in half, and thousands with no wages at 
all, the taxpayers of the municipalities are still 
paying, or struggling to pay, as high wages for 
hired money as they paid when times were 


good. In some cases they are paying more. 
That could not in any circumstances con- 
tinue indefinitely, The movement for a reduc- 


tion in interest rates is not therefore a move to 
cheat the debenture-holder, but to protect him. 
It is to the interest of the debenture-holder 
that the substance of the taxpayer be not eaten 
away, whether he recognizes the fact or not. 
The more taxpayers are driven into bankruptcy, 
and the nearer they are on the average forced 
toward bankruptcy, the less municipal deben- 
tures will be worth, 

We are rapidly nearing the time when a re- 
financing of public bond and debenture issues 
will be the alternative to wholesale and un- 
avoidable default. The proposed conference 
should show which of these alternatives is in 
prospect. If security-holders are wise they 
will join with taxpayers generally in supporting 
a scheme to re-finance municipel—as well as 
provincial and federal—debts at lower rates of 
interest, 


MORE “BROKE” STUDENTS 

Sixty students were turned oud of Toronto 
University because they did not pay their fees. 
They said they couldn't pay, but that did not 
help them any, Their names were struck off 
the register, and they were told they could not 
attend lectures any more unless and until they 
come down with the cash. 

Fortunately Premier Bennett is to speak at 
the University in the near future. No doubt he 
will set these misguided young folks straight 
on the question of why they are “broke”, as he 
recently undertook to clear away the misap- 
prehension of some Edmonton students that 
their lack of funds was due to inability to find 
work, 

That, the Premier holds, is nonsense. There 
is work available, he says, for those who want 
it. The trouble with university students is that 
they are too “choosey”’. They won't take the 
work that offers, There is money in the great 
open spaces and the kitchens of the land for 
those who will seek it. The male students should 
have spent their summer holidays swinging pick 
and shovel, the girls washing dishes, etc. 

From the princely remuneration derivable 
from such non-existent employment, the Pre- 
mier thinks university students should be able 
to finance their winter's expenses in and 
around the halls of learning. 

His telling them this will not, of course, put 
money in the pockets of the exiled students at 
Toronto, with which to pay their fees and get 
back into classes, But it will help to broaden 
their education. It will show them how far it 
is possible for a public man to isolate himself 
from the actual conditions under which com- 
mon mortals have to live, even when, those 
conditions are largely of his own making. 


HUMANITY FIRST 

Relief can never be administered in a satise 
factory way by a machine-like application of 
hard and fast rules and regulations. Still less if 
relief officials give an applicant for relief the 
impression that they suspect he is trying to get 
something he is not entitled to or does not really 
need, 

There must be rules and regulations, of 
course. And no doubt in a condition of wide- 
spread distress there is to be found an odd in- 
dividual who will try to take advantage of the 
provisions made for relief. It is to prevent 
such abuses the rules are needed. But if they 
are not to do more harm than good they must 
be reasonably flexible, and someone, some- 
where along the line, must have power to 
bend them when an exceptional case has to 
be dealt with 


In times like the present there is no excuse | Record

for any official who takes other than a sym- 
pathetic attitude toward the applicant for re- 
lief. And no one who cannot take and main- 
fain that attitude has any business acting or 
being allowed to act as a relief official. 

If there ever was a time when people in 
distress were entitled to be treated as un- 
fortunate human beings this is the time. To 
put them under suspicion of being criminals 
because they need help is itself a crime against 
the higher law of humanity. The purpose of a 
relief system is to relieve distress; not to save 
money by refusing to give relief where it is 
needed, or ,.by brow-beating needy people until 
they prefer to suffer in silence rather than 
ask for relief. ’ 

The Alberta relief commission has come in 
for a large measure of criticism on the ground 
of harshness toward people who have applied 
for assistance. Perhaps there has been more 
criticism than was deserved. Making allow- 
ance for that possibility, it is quite plain that 
people who stand in need of relief have more 
fear of the commission than confidence in it, 
That situation should not be allowed to con- 
tinue. If the commission cannot change its 
attitude, the Government should change the 
commission,

The Passing Show

The Italian Chamber of Deputies, before 
adjourning for the Christmas and New Year 
holidays, received the printed report of its com- 
mittee on naval armaments. It flatly laid blame 
for the naval-building program of Great Bri- 
tain, United States and Japan to the heavy 
arming of the latter nation in 
pursuance of Japan’s idea of 
her “world mission.” It’s an 
idea that we on this conti- 
nent, nursing the white man’s 
idea of raciai superiority, are 
inclined to overlook. 

It came to my notice 
rather dramatically about fif- 
teen years ago when I got 
hold of a translation of an 
editorial in Tokyo newspaper 
— and they have modern

papers with immense circulations in Tokyo. The 
editorial was on Wilson's fourteen points for 


his League of Nations idea. It approved the 
idea of one great governing authority for all 
the nations of the world, but concluded with 
the assertion that “such an all-powerful, all- 
wise and divinely-appointed authority can only 
be found in the divine person of the ruling 
head of the royal family of Japan.” 

The birth of the little Crown Prince at 
Christmas time after five disappointments, and 
the placing of a sword for his tiny hands to 
clutch, have more than a poetic significance 
in Japan. That, and the discovery of nickel 
deposits in Manchuria, will settle any doubt in 
Japanese minds as to whether the hour for 
world-domination for the Yamato race is com- 
ing. 


Of course we have diplomatic assurances of 
world benevolence from sleek af smiling Jap- 
anese diplomats. That is part of the divinely- 
appointed strategy. The saying that “a diplo- 
mat is a man who tells lies for his country” 
has more significance in the Orient than the 
Occident—and we're not free from the accusa- 
tion. 

I’m reading at present about the odyssey of 
Cabeza de Vaca, who followed after Columbus 
to the western isles, spent six years of terrible 
tortures and privations as a slave to Indian 
captors wandering from what we now call 
Florida to the Pacific coast of Mexico, then 
becoming Governor of the outpost of Ascun- 
sion in Paraguay with power over the south- 
ern world and in the end shipped back to 
Spain in chains to die in disgrace upon 
trumped-up charges off enemies. 

De Vaca was an austere man of great piety, 
as indeed was his grandfather, Don Pedro de 
Vera who conquered Grand Canary for Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella. With his lance Don Pedro 
slew the native chief Doramas, converting him 
to Christianity as he died, standing with drip- 
ping lance as godfather for his victim’s baptism. 
Then he divided his enemies into two factions, 
swearing on the holy bread that the victorious 
party should join him in an expedition against 
Teneriffe. After the rival parties had pretty 
well annihilated each other, he shipped the sur- 
vivors to Seville as slaves, explaining that the 
holy bread was unconsecrated and his oath 
therefore was not binding. : 

Nations with a lust for conquest whetted by 
religious passion, like the fifteenth century 
Spaniards or the Twentieth century Japanese, 
don't think pious protestations immoral even 
when untrue,

That Britain and United States aren't build- 
ing ships against each other is revealed in De- 
cember Harper's where Drew Pearson has 
printed in advance of the publication of his 
book, The American Diplomatic Game, a chap- 
ter called “Hoover and MacDonald on a Log.” 
It discloses what happened four years ago when 
MacDonald visited America in the interest of 
peace and spent a week-end with Hoover at 
the Jatter’s fishing lodge on the Rapidan in 
Virginia. Seated on a log overhanging the creek 
the two great national chieftains talked and 
talked, presumably in deep confidence about 
practical disarmament. 

. From what happened afterwards it is de- 
duced that it ended by MacDonald offering to 
dismantle all Britain's naval bases in Amer- 
ican waters, and by Hoover endeavoring to cut 
twenty-one big-gunned cruisers off the U.S. 
building list. 

It wasn’t merely that the MacDonald offer 
didn’t amount to much—that the Bermuda 
forts could be wiped out with a couple of 
volleys from a modern ship, that the Canadian 
navy consisted of two destroyers, four armed 
trawlers and a motor launch, with skeleton 
organizations at Halifax and Esquimalt. The 
trouble was, says Pearson: 

“The dismantling of these bases not only 
would remove no threat to the United 
States, but might create a dangerous pre- 
cedent against all naval fortifications in 
the Carribean. It might interfere with the 
navy’s right to lease Great Corn and Little 
Corn Islands off the coast of Nicaragua. 
It might interfere with American treaty 
rights to establish a naval base in the Gulf 
of Fonseca. ..,. No! The dismantling of 
British naval bases in American waters was 
not only valueless so far as cruiser bar- 
gaining went, but was something devoutly 
to be avoided.” 

Accordingly all the influence of the U.S. 
navy department was massed to prevent the 
President's gesture from being acted upon. It 
was quite unnecessary for the admirals to be- 
come alarmed as it turned out, for when Mac- 
Donald's secretary, Sir Robert Van Sittart noti- 
fied Chancellor Snowden of his Premier's offer. 
Snowdwen is said to have called a meeting of 
the British cabinet. The naval, war, air and 
foreign ministers heard with stark amazement 
of the offer their chief had made to Hoover 
off his own bat. The Admiralty refused to 
accept it, the other ministers saw defeat and 
the end of the Labor government if the pro- 
posal went before the House of Commons for 
ratification, They cabled Ramsay MacDonald 
te that effect. Both statesmen were glad to for- 
get their mutual concessidms when they found 
they had outrun their followers, 

Why was the MacDonald-Hoover gesture 
kinked in this fashion by the American admirals 
and the British ministers. Not because of any 
fear or ill-will between the two nations. The 
West Indian stations still remain vulnerable 
to a couple of volleys from a modern battle- 
ship, the Canadian navy still consists of two

Will you please telf me how 
to prevent its getting any worse?” 

ANSWER: Any chiropodist can treat your 
toenail and show you how to make it grow into 
normal shape. One method of treatment is to 
shave the nail in the center so the edges will be 
encouraged to grow toward the center, making 
the nail more narrow. Ask your chiropodist to 
show you how to use this method of treatment.

ANSWER: A pint of milk with any one acid 
fruit makes a good lunch; or, if you will provide 
her with a thermos bottle, she can carry with 
her any of the cooked non-starchy vegetables 
which were prepared the evening before and 
re-heated the next morning.

On This Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1833 official 
circles in Quebec were much 
excited by the news that the 
colonial office had confirmed | 
the suspension from office of 
James Stuart, the attorney 
general of Lower Canada. 
Stuart, son of, Rey. John 
Stuart, the first rector of_ 
Kingston and chaplain to the 
U. E. Loyalists, had been a 
member of the Assembly from 
1808 and the chief law officer 
of the crown from 1825. 

Relations between the gover- 
nor (Lord Aylmer) and the 
French members of the Assem- 
bly were then at a very critical 
point. Charges of corruption 
were laid against the attorney 
general (they were later 
proved unfounded) and the 
governor, in an attempt to 
placate the French, decided to 
make Stuart a scapegoat and 
suspended him from _ office. 
Stuart at once went to Eng- 
land, with the result that Lord 
Goderich, the colonical secre- 
tary, sent a strong rebuke to 
Aylmer for having not only re- 
fused to give Stuart an oppor- 
tunity to answer the charges, 
but also for having placed his 
own opinions in direct opposi- 
tion to those of the home gov- 
ernment. 

Thus it looked as if Stuart 
had won, but there then came 
an amazing reversal in Lon- 
don. Stuart was found to have

EXAMINING SOCIAL 
CREDIT 

The increasing popularity 
throughout Canada of Premier 
Pattullo’s demand that Can- 
ada’s vast reservoir of national 
credit—in other words, her pro- 
duction potential—be tapped to 
alleviate the economic crisis, 
gives color to the assumption 
that at long last there is “a stir- 
ring of the dry bones” and 
something is about to be done, 
or at least planned, by the 
powers that rule in Ottawa. 

Sir Thomas White is veering 
toward the idea of a nationally- 
owned central bank. He knows 
that a privately-owned central 
bank, as recommended by the 
Macmillan Commission, could 
not give Canada control of her 
currency and credit. 

The forthcoming Western 
Premier’s Conference, it is ex- 
pected, will unanimously favor 
the Pattullo policy, and all the 
Premiers know that the exist- 
ing monopoly of credit enjoyed 
by the chartered banks will 
have to be broken before con- 
trol of national credit can be 
restored to the people, 

The one man in the world 
more than any other who ad- 
vocates scientific use of na- 
tional credit for the benefit of 
the people, Major C. H. Doug- 
las, founder of Social Credit 
system of economic reform, 
shortly will visit Canada. 

His presence affords an ex- 
cellent opportunity for Canada 
to investigate his ideas at first 
hand. A brilliant engineer and 


committed some political indis- 
cretions though the charges of 
personal corruption were dis- 
proved, yet it was thought best 
to confirm his suspension. It 
looked in that January of 101 
years ago as if Stuart was a 
ruined man; but before mid- 
summer somebody in London 
came to the conclusion that 
there had been a miscarriage 
of justice and that Stuart had 
been a political scapegoat. He 
was offered the office of chief 
justice of Newfoundland, but 
refused, demanding restoration 
in the eyes of the people of 
Quebec, to which city he had 
returned. 

That vindication came five 
years later when James Stuart, 
on October 22, 1838, was ap- 
pointed chief justice of Lower 
Canada. It fell to his lot to 
pass in judgment on the cases 
of some of the men who had 
brought about his suspension, 
for their participation in the 
rebellion of 1837, but he 
showed no resentment, dealing 
with their cases on the merits, 
as a British judge always 
does. He was made a baronet 
in 1840 and when he died in 
1853 the passions of twenty 


years before had died and 
French united with Protes- 
tants in doing honor to his 


services at one of the great- 
est funerals in the history of 
Quebec.

skilled economist, Major Doug- 
las: presented his views before 
the Parliamentary Banking 
Committee at Ottawa in 1924. 

He was invited to attend and 
spent a whole day with the 
Macmillan Economic Commis- 
sion of Great Britain. Several 
times he has crossed the Atlan- 
tic to confer with American 
leaders on his unique views, 
and his followers in Canada, 
Britain, Australia, New Zea- 
land and United States number 
considerably more than two 
million earnest students of 
economics. 

It may be that all of these 
people have been misled. It 
may be that Douglas is wrong; 
but the Marquis of Tavistock, 
noted peer and leader of the 
new economics movement, 
maintains “Nobody has ever 
proven it so.” 

On the other hand, it is not 
entirely without the scope of 
possibility that Douglas is right 
and the conventional econo- 
mists wrong. It could do no 
harm, and might eventuate in 
much good, for Canada to find 
out. 

It would be a work of intelli- 
gent leadership if the Domin- 
ion Government invited Douge 
las to elaborate his views be- 
fore an appointed body of lead- 
ing Canadians, selected, not for 
the purpose of opposing his 
views, but sincerely and hon- 
estly discovering if Social 
Credit is the panacea which 
Canada so sorely needs.—Van- 
couver Sun,

faces the work by discussing, casu- 


ally, in connection with the pro- 
duction of his plays, his rise to 
fame; the attitude of the public to- 
wards him; his reaction . . , and 


what he finds to be intriguing to 


the silk-hats of the theatre, all with 
the distinctive features and especial 
merits of each of the works in- 
cluded. 

It was not patriotic fervor that in- 
spired “Cavalcade”. It was his de- 
sire to do a big thing, enchained 
with chance, which led him to pick 


up a copy of the “Illustrated Lon-| 


don News,” containing a picture of 
a troop ship leaving for the Boer 
war, In the interim of playing 
“Private Lives,” in New York, and 
making arrangements for technical 
appliances and that sort of thing at 
Drury Lane, he completed the play. 
Success came with a_ deluge 
press superlatives and general ac- 
clamation. He had done a “big 
thing”. Shortly later, flushed with 
the appropriate glory, Mr. Coward 
left for South America and, as he 
himsalf says, “Although it was un- 


| doubtedly very pleasant to read in 


the press that my country was 
proud of me, I had escaped the 
grave danger of taking the idea 


seriously.” He feels that the most 
genuinely fine parts of “Cavalcade” 
are the scenes depicting the funeral 
of Queen Victoria and the outbreak 
of war in 1914.

Japanese government in invading |

young Japanese, stated Miss Con- 
stance Chapell of Tokyo, at a meet-) 
ing of the Student Christian Move- 
ment of the University on Thursday 
afternoon.

With 
suitable and reasonable exercise it 
grows and becomes more efficient 
}and supple. 
The brain and nerves, getting 
|more and purer blood, increase their 
efficiency. Nothing clears the cob- 
| webs from a dull brain so effective- 
ly as brisk exercise. The move- 
ment of the whole body, and especi- 
ally the diaphragm (the fibro-mus- 
cular partition which separates the 
chest from the abdomen), stimulates 
the stomach, intestines, liver and 
other digestive organs. Hence in- 
digestion, liverishness and constipa- 
tion may often be prevented or cur- 
jed by suitable exercise and right 
diet. Here are a few exercises that 
may be taken every day: 
Exercise 1--Stand erect, spine 
rigid and straight as possible. Bring 
left leg upward, bending the knee 
and grasping the leg almost under 
the knee. Now lift the leg as high 
as possible by merely bending the 
elbow. Repeat with the right leg

To prepare the oatmeal mask, 
Jenough buttermilk should be added 
to three tablespoons of ground oat- 
meal to form a thick, moist paste. 
This paste should then be thinned 
out with strained lemon juice until 
it is of a consistency that will spread 
smoothly. If you make the paste 
too thin, you can always thicken it 
a bit by adding more of the oatmeal. 

The skin should be thoroughly 
cleansed, first with cleansing cream, 
and then with tepid water and a 
bland soap, before the mask is ap- | 
plied. All traces of soap should be 
rinsed from the face, and while the 
skin is still moist, a liberal amount 
of the oatmeal paste should be} 
smoothed over it. A square of gauze 
that has holes cut for the eyes, nose 
and mouth should then be pressed 
into the contours of the face and 
fastened, so that the paste will not 
crumble off as it begins to dry. 

When the paste is completely dry 
—and not before—the mask should 
be removed with tepid water and a 
soft cloth. The face should then be 
rinsed well,with warm water, and 
then with cold water. Aatmeal con- 
tains soluble oils, and the mask 
should therefore not prove very 
drying to the skin. But if it does, 
after the rinsing, a bit of cold 
cream or nourishing cream should 
be patter lightly into the ksin, in 
order to keep the skin soft, smooth 
and supple.
